REPORT  OF  DANVILLE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


During  the  past  yeai'  we  have  added  over  a  100  books  to  the 
Library.  This  represents  fiction,  non-fiction  and  children's  books, 
as  well  as  some  books  especially  selected  for  the  use  of  high 
school  students.  We  have  endeavored  to  give  to  the  readers  a 
great  many  of  the  most  widely  read  and  up-to-date  books  of  the 
year.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  our  book  shelves  offer  as  fine  a  se- 
lection of  new  reading  as  any  that  may  be  found  in  any  library 
of  the  same  size. 

In  addition  to  these  books  we  were  very  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  purchase  a  set  of  Americana  Encyclopedias.  This  should 
fill  a  long  felt  desire  for  such  a  set  of  books. 

The  librarian  reports  a  circulation  of  approximately  1,900 
books  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the  year  before.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one  because  of  fa- 
vorable weather  conditions.  Many  towns  had  no  fires,  some  had 
minor  fires  while  a  few  had  expensive  ones.  The  public  controls 
the  answer  to  the  1944  and  future  years'  fire  records.  If  the 
public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the  record  will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is  more  perplexed  and  anxious  during 
these  war  years  than  ever  before  because  of  increased  forest  fire 
hazards  and  diminishing  supplies  of  available  man-power.  He 
looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him.  Will  you?  You  can  aid  him 
most  effectively  by  always  securing  the  required  permit  before 
attempting  to  burn  and  by  complying  fully  with  permit  require- 
ments; by  being  patient  when  he  advises  of  departmental  restric- 
tions on  permit  burning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn;  and 
by  giving  him  the  needed  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires  when 
he  needs  your  help.  To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of  citizen- 
ship.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Feb.  1,  1944. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

As  we  all  realize,  the  past  school  year  has  been  during  one  of 
the  most  critical  war  periods  we  have  experienced.  Schools  have 
been  affected  because  of  trying  mental-strains  on  the  part  of  par- 
ents, children  and  teachers  as  well  as  by  the  prevalent  lack  of 
normal  home  life  caused  by  industrial  boom  and  increased  em- 
ployment of  adult  members  of  the  family.  Children  have  been 
handicapped  in  many  instances  by  having  been  left  more  "on 
their  own."  Those  under  the  age  of  10  who  lack  supervision  and 
parental  guidance  at  home  today  may  be  the  real  problems  to- 
morrow. However,  it  appears  that  all  are  attempting  to  make 
the  best  of  the  situation  and  are  looking  ahead  to  renewed  nor- 
mal times  with  optimism  and  enthusiasm. 

To  refute  the  often  repeated  statements  by  high  administra- 
tive officials  that  the  people  do  not  seem  to  be  conscious  of  or 
sufficiently  realistic  in  their  attitude  toward  the  awfulness  of  this 
global  war.  Dr.  Moehlman  in  The  Nation's  Schools  magazine 
for  February,  1944,  makes  the  following  statements:  "No  nation 
on  the  face  of  the  earth  has  ever  undergone  so  complete  and 
rapid  a  transition  from  highly  organized  pacifism  to  war  in  so 
short  a  time.  No  people  has  ever  voluntarily  given  so  much  of 
its  income  through  self-taxation  and  voluntary  savings  to  the 
support  of  war  effort." 

Today  our  soldiers  are  fighting  in  practically  every  part  of 
the  world  to  restore  peace  and  freedom. 
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Tomorrow  the  students  who  are  now  in  our  schools  must  help 
to  solve  the  tremendous  problems  involved  if  that  peace  is  to  be 
made  permanent.  Our  country  will  need  informed,  enlightened 
and  devoted  citizens  then,  as  much  as  it  needs  trained,  loyal  and 
courageous  soldiers  now. 

Boys  and  girls,  who  in  other  times  would  have  completed  their 
elementary  and  high  school  training,  are  now  leaving  school  in 
large  numbers.  In  some  communities,  the  exodus  from  school  has 
reached  proportions  alarming  to  those  concerned  with  the  suc- 
cess of  the  war  effort  and  for  the  longtime  effort  of  youth. 

The  motives  which  cause  uppils  to  leave  school  are  under- 
standable —  attractions  of  high  wages,  desire  to  do  something 
definite  to  help  win  the  war,  the  influence  of  the  example  of 
others  who  have  left,  and  the  inducements  of  those  who  do  not 
realize  the  value  of  increased  schooling.  It  is  generally  agreed 
by  Army  and  civilian  authorities  that  the  greatest  service  which 
boys  and  girls  of  16  and  17  can  render  to  the  war  effort  is  to  get 
ready  for  national  service  in  the  armed  forces,  in  war  produc- 
tion, in  civilian  war  agencies  or  in  specialized  training  by  con- 
tinuation of  regular  schooling  at  least  until  high  school  gradua- 
ton.  From  the  financial  standpoint,  a  Research  Bulletin  of  the 
National  Education  Association  presents  the  following:  "Time 
and  money  invested  in  education  brings  handsome  economic  re- 
turn. The  probable  life  earnings  of  a  typical  elementary,  high 
school  and  college  graduate  in  comparison  to  the  required  school- 
ing is  shown  below.

Elementary  46  years   (14  to  60)  $  64,000 

High  School  42  years   (18  to  60)  88,000 

College  38  years   (22  to  60)  160,000 

Text-books:  More  world-mindedness  is  being  developed  in  our 
older  children  by  more  careful  selection  of  subject  matter  by  text- 
book writers  —  a  fact  which  will  ultimately  develop  the  power 
to  think  out  the  relation  of  facts  to  the  actual  interests  of  the 
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entire  world.  It  is  probably  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  this 
world-mindedness  is  growing  with  every  passing  week.  In  our 
own  schools,  perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  improvements  in  study 
materials  has  been  the  continuation,  as  finances  would  permit,, 
of  replacing  old  and  worn  out  books.  Anyone  familiar  with  the 
new  materials  in  contrast  with  the  old  texts  can  readily  see  the 
stimulating  advantages  to  the  children. 

School  Buildings:  Several  minor  repairs  were  made  during 
the  past  summer  and  the  building  is  in  good  general  repair.  The 
insulating  job  which  was  done  since  last  winter  makes  for  more 
comfort  and  more  ecenomy.  We  note  from  observation  and  from 
publications  that  most  communities  have  kept  their  school  build- 
ings on  a  par  with,  or  even  ahead  of  the  average  home  in  the 
community.  School  buildings  are  a  means  to  an  end;  they  should 
be  media  for  the  progress  of  human  development. 

Standardized  achievements  tests  have  been  administered  to- 
all  children  above  grade  one  and  results  show  that  pupils  are 
working  up  to  their  capacity;  they  compare  very  favorably  with 
those  of  other  towns.  Through  participation  in  the  "Schools-at- 
War"  program  the  children  have  assumed  attitudes  of  coopera- 
tion in  addition  to  material  help  of  buying  war  savings  stamps 
and  bonds,  the  latter  of  which  we  hope  will  develop  into  habits 
of  thriftiness.  The  teachers  should  be  commended  for  their  ef- 
forts in  this  program.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the 
present  school  year  $432.45  has  been  invested  in  war  savings  by 
the  pupils.  The  primary  groups  have  invested  $190.40  or  an 
average  of  $6.34  per  pupil  and  the  upper  grades,  $242.05  —  an 
average  of  $6.91  per  pupil. 

Shortly  after  the  distribution  of  War  Ration  Book  No.  4, 
Chester  Bowles,  acting  administrator  for  the  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration wrote  "The  distribution  of  War  Ration  Book  4  has 
been  carried  out  with  dispatch  and  precision.  We  are  indebted 
again,  as  we  have  been  in  the  past  to  the  school  officials  and 
teachers  of  the  nation  —  I  feel  sure  that  they  will  be  relieved 
to  know  that  the  task  will  not  have  to  be  repeated  soon."  Other 
volunteers  who  helped  in  this  task  should  also  be  commended. 
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About  50  per  cent  of  the  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No. 
14  were  new  to  their  respective  positions  this  year. 

Miss  Laura  Sewall  of  Newmarket,  who  has  had  several  years 
of  teaching  experience,  was  employed  to  replace  Mrs.  Lillian 
Witherell  in  Grades  1-3.  Mrs.  Witherell  resigned  in  March,  1943, 
.and  is  now  teaching  Grade  1  at  Newmarket. 

Miss  Marguerite  Relation  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  who  had  taught 
for  two  years  in  Vermont,  replaced  Miss  Rita  Tracy  who  also 
resigned  last  spring. 

If  our  boys  and  girls  are  to  make  as  few  mistakes  as  possible 
in  the  running  of  our  government  when  they  become  adults,  our 
schools  must  train  them  in  organization,  leadership  and  the 
Democratic  way  of  living.  This  is  being  done  through  group 
organization  in  the  upper  grades.  The  group,  "The  Young 
American  Club"  elects  its  own  officers  and  conducts  business 
meetings  during  which  many  items  of  business  are  transiacted. 
This  organization  decorated  and  filled  —  with  the  assistance  of 
the  primary  pupils  —  Thanksgiving  baskets  for  needy  people  in 
town.  The  school  children,  under  their  4-H  leadership,  have  con- 
ducted an  active  paper  salvage  campaign  for  the  war  effort. 
The  boys  have  donated  their  time  and  energy  for  a  wood-chop- 
ping project,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  labeled  for  the  building 
of  a  "Club-House."     They  have  already  chopped  nine  cords.

MUSIC 

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Danville: 

I  submit  a  report  in  music  for  the  year  1943-44. 

Never  in  any  previous  war  has  music  taken  such  a  responsible 
place  in  the  lives  of  civilians  and  of  those  in  the  armed  forces. 
That  America  has  become  more  music  conscious  than  ever  before 
is  only  the  natural  outcome  of  the  radio  and  the  phonograph. 
Music  is  present  in  our  every-day  life,  in  the  kitchen  and  on  the 
highway.  Mothers  work  to  Mozart  and  youngsters  study  to  the 
Hit  Parade.  That  all  of  this  music  is  not  good  is  true,  but  in 
many  cases  out  of  it  grows  a  taste  for  better  music.  As  a 
youngster's  choice  of  books  is  not  always  to  be  admired,  out  of 
it  may  evolve  a  desire  for  better  material  as  he  advances  in  age 
and  understanding. 

The  recognition  of  music  in  war,  by  the  government  and  its 
power  to  strengthen  moral  fibre  and  to  weld  people  to  a  common 
purpose  is  manifest  everywhere.  Musicians  of  every  caliber  and 
to  suit  every  taste  are  being  sent  to  the  theatres  of  war.  Plans 
are  now  being  made  for  a  company  of  American  opera  singers  to 
give  a  series  of  performances  in  Italy.  To  bring  the  example 
nearer  home,  the  soldier-students  at  the  University  of  New- 
Hampshire  have  so  monopolized  the  "listening-rooms"  that  it  is 
necessary  to  make  your  reservations  well  in  advance,  if  you  wish 
to  pass  an  hour  there.  The  only  records  available  for  use  in 
these  rooms  are  the  library  of  classics  provided  by  the  Carnegie 
Grant.  This  brought  to  my  attention  more  forcibly  than  ever  the 
fact  that,  although  in  many  cases  during  adolescence,  the  choice 
may  be  for  less  worthy  material,  out  of  this  comes  a  desire  later 
for  something  more  durable,  especially  if  superior  material  is 
pointed  out  to  them  along  the  way. 

This,  in  short,  is  the  aim  of  public  school  music,  patterned 
after  the  democratic  ideal  of  shaping  a  child,  not  for  what  he  is, 
but  for  what  he  may  become.
